A multi-faceted dean 


“| feel privileged to have 
worked with college students all 
my professional life,” comments 
Dean Margaret McKoane, or Peg, 
as most everyone calls her. As 
Associate Dean of Students 
(Activities and Housing) she 
makes it a habit to be concerned 
about SSC students. 

After receiving her Ph.D. from 
the Teacher's College at 
Columbia University in Student 
Personnei Administration, Peg 
spent five years as an Associate 
Dean of Students at the 
University of New Hampshire 
before coming here in 1960. 

Since that time she has shown 
herself willing to get involved in 
new and sometimes unpopular 
causes. Quite a few years ago, 
she helped raise legal fees for a 
long-haired student who was 
arrested and later convicted for 
possession of marijuana. It was a 
time when neither long hair nor 
marijuana were common campus 
subjects. 

Over a year ago, in August at 


anniversary of women’s right to 
vote, Peg saw some SSC students 
and learned they were working 
on establishing a child care 
center but that it was being held 
up in red tape. She volunteered 
her help and administrative 
influence being what it is, the 
child care center is almost 
completed, with plans already in 


progress for its expansion. As 
she puts it, “I’m not about to let 
something get lost in red tape, 
not without a fight anyway. I’m 
stubborn.” 

The child care center is an 
expression of Peg’s interest in 
women’s liberation. She belongs 
to the Women’s Caucus, a 
diverse coalition of women who 
are concerned about ending 
sexual discrimination on 
campus. She feels that for too 
long women have been led to 
believe themselves incapable of 
high achievement. “Look at the 
colleges tor instance. You've go. 
some of the brightest girls you'll 


women’s liberation is just a facet 
of her concern for civil liberties. 
“If [ don’t care about the human 
qualities, I’m not doing my job.” 

That interest in humanness 
shows up in her long association 
with encounter groups or 
sensitivity training. It sounds as 
if she is interested in everything 
and anything (which is true) but 
her involvement with encounter 
groups dates back to 1958. She 
received her Masters Degree in 
Guidance and Psychology. She is 
the President of the Center for 
Interpersonal Relations in 
addition to teaching classes on 
the encounter experience. 

In encounter, you learn to 
open up yourself to others, 
maybe not all the way, but the 
idea is to express yourself and 
trust those around you. Some 
psychologists disagree, but the 
trend has been growing steadily 
since 1947. 

This avocation has led to the 
organization of the Committee 
for More Effective Education.

Republic of China could be a trade junket, for Richard M. Nixon 
could see China with $$’s in his eyes; he could view China as a haven 
for American made tractors, tools, dyes, minis (!7), Mack trucks and 
the Washington press corps.

Twenty years—Peace can come to China. Should the People’s

The sexism on this campus, although always present, 1s never 
more disgustingly obvious than at the annual Homecoming Queen 
contest. There, women are paraded around like cattle, while the 
audience, (mainly men), ogle them, reducing the women to a pair of 
legs, or a pair of whatever strikes the men’s fancies. (At one point 
this year, one man was lying on the ground in front of the stage so 
he could get an even better view.) Then, al! but five candidates are 
disqualified with little or no thought given to their feelings at losing, 
while the finalists, not really too much better off, must face the 
same ordeal again. 

In the past, the finalists were given a $3.50—plate brunch, by the 
Alumni Association, where seventeen board members judged them. 
This counted 35% of the final vote, the student election counting 
65%. The board members were given scoring sheets which held seven 
categories with 1-5 points in each category. They were to take notes 
and judge the candidates on facial features, figure. walk, stance, 


poise and reply to a question. Last year’s question was exemplary of * 


past questions, showing concern the perpetrators of the contest 
obviously feel for the candidates’ intelligence: “Since coming to 
Sacramento State, whatone thing has impressed you most?” 

This year, the brunch was done away with, and the Queen was 
elected by student vote alone. However, the implications of the 
contest remain the same: that a woman’s only value is in the 
pleasure her body can give to men Not only does the feminist 
movement object to such barbarous practices, but other women who 
“aren’t feminists” are joining in our fight. Lisa Jeppesen, the only 
female voting member of the Fiscal Board led a battle this year not 
to reinstate Homecoming, because, “we aren't going to sponsor 4 


meat contest!” The outcome was 6-1! in her favor. 
The feminist movement does not direct their anger against the 


candidates, we feel as they are being victimized by a societal 
double-standard, perpetuated by degrading traditions such as the 
Homecoming Queen contest and the people who run them. We are, 
however, furious that the supposedly “enlightened” students of this 
campus calmly allow such oppressive, exploiting rituals to exist, and 
we ask that ail further events of this nature be permanently barred 


from this campus

Scholarships, grants, 


and other goodies

The SSC Financial Aid and 
Placement Center, located in 
Bidg. TW-X, among the 
portables by the Guy West 
Bridge, functions primarily to 
assist students from low-income 
backgrounds to meet SSC 
expenses 

Assistance is presented in 
package form-—combined aid 
from several different programs, 
including scholarships, loans, 
and part-time employment, 
which the center will try to 
locate for the student. 

The amount of financial 
award is determined by the 
student’s need, that is, the 
difference between school costs 


The center gives aid 
preference to students from 
families which net less than 
$7500 annually. Parents are 
expected to make a significant 
contribution to the student’s 
financial resources, even if the 
student is not a minor and/or is 
employed. 

Undergraduates who are 
under 21 and are from large, 
low-income families have top 
priority for receiving financial 
benefits. Independent (receiving 
no aid from family) 
undergraduates under 25 are 
considered next, with grad 
students in third place 

The deadline for financial aid 


Parent Confidential Statement 
or Student Confidential 
Statement to the College 
Scholarship Service in Berkeley. 
For more specific information, 
students should call the 
Financial Aid & Placement 
Center 

Students do not apply for any 
particular scholarship They 
simply apply for financia! aid 
An exception to this is the 
Westbridge Scholarship, which 
applies approximately $400 
toward Westbridge student’s 
living expenses. Students should 
indicate their wish for a 
Westbridge Scholarship on their 
financial aid applications 

Each applicant eligible for 
financial aid is considered for all 
scholarships for which he 
qualifies. The average 
scholarship is worth about $150 
to the student and has very 
specific qualifications 
requirements regarding major, 
background, and future 
employment plans. To receive a 
scholarship, students must have 
an overall GPA of 3.0 plus 
financial need. 

In addition to scholarships, 
grants are available, as well as a 
number cf low-interest loans, 
several of which may be totally 
or partially cancelled under 
certain employment conditions 
after graduation 


Planning Center. It possible. 
such employment pertains to the 
student’s major. Salaries under 
work-study are paid prumarily by 
the Federal Government. with 
employing agencies contributing 
20%-25%. Salaries range 
$1.66 to $2.87 per hour 

Employing agencies must be 
nonprofit, nonpolitical and 
nonreligious. Currently there are 
$60 students working under this 
program in 22. organizations 
under contract to the center, 
including the California Youth 
Authority, Department of 
Corrections, Planned 
Parenthood, and the YMCA. The 
center also helps locate 
non-Federally funded part-time 
employment for students

AMPIRES 


Eric Rohmer’s “Claire’s Knee” is a remarkable film, an idyllic 
Summer love story that makes “Summer of ‘42” look like the 
shallow piece of high-pressure salesmanship it really is. 

A comparison between the two films is inevitable, | think, not 
only because they co -r similar emotional ground, but because the 
disarming (and decep! ¢) simplicity of “‘Claire’s Knee”’, contrasted 
with the contrived th .aoment-of-softness atmosphere of “Summer 
of ‘42” exposes the woeful state of what passes for sensitivity in 
many American movies. 

The photography in “Summer of ‘42” was washed with rich blue 
and yellow tones, like a Norman Rockwell painting gone mad (I am 
convinced that the three boys were chosen for their resemblance to 
Rockwell characters). Every frame seemed to have been sprinkled 
with pre-sweetened Kool-Aid, and after twenty minutes of it I felt 
like scratching my eyes out from the inside. Ironically, in the case of 
“Summer,” this kind of photography is a sign not of sensitivity, but 
of shallowness; it draws your attention away from the fact that 
nothing real or honest is happening on the screen. 

In “Claire’s Knee” the locale (it looked like Lake Bern , 
Switzerland ) is even more photogenic than that of “Summer,” but 
we are not so keenly aware of its beauty—mainly because it isn’t 
thrust at us like an obscene gesture. The scenery never intrudes, we 
hardly even notice it, except when it seems to enter into the action 
itself—as in a brief love scene between two characters on top of a hill 
overlooking the town by the lake. In other words, the scenery in 
“Claire’s Knee” serves a dramatic rather than a decorative purpose. 
(This may be because Rohmer chose the actors and location of his 
film before writing the script.) 

The story, as I said, is deceptively simple. Jerome (Jean-Claude 
Brialy) is spending his last summer of bachelorhood at the villa 
where he spent much of his childhood. He meets an old friend 
(Aurora ( ornu) who introduces him to friends of hers on the lake. A 
young girl (Beatrice Romand) develops a schoolgirl crush on him, he 
in turn becomes fascinated by her stepsister Claire (Laurence de 
Monaghan). 

On such a near-trivial framework Rohmer has fashioned a 
quadrangle with an astonishing insight into the four separate 
characters. Jerome lopes around the countryside with the forced 
casualness of desperate bachelor approaching middle-age. He 
constantly reminds himself that he is about to be married, but the 
fact doesn’t have any resonance—his fiancee is a distant, nebulous 
character; he likes her, he’s “comfortable” with her, but he doesn’t 
seem to have any real attitude toward her. He doesn’t even talk 
about her unless someone else mentions her first. 

Brialy’s performance is a good one, but he is handicapped by his 
role. Jerome, by nature, doesn’t really do anything. He knows he 
doesn’t really want to get married, but he is paralyzed by his own 
indecision. He is introspective, but it is the kind of introspection

that scratches at the suriace, and makes a big show of it. He is su 
timid, in his twitchy little way, that we quite believe him when he 
says that touching Claire’s knee was the bravest thing he has ever 
done. When he leaves for his wedding, saying that the fascination of 
Claire’s knee is gone, we know he is really saying that he has 
overcome hjs nostalgic onslaught of adolescence and is ready to 
settle down with a responsible, mature women—and we are no more 
convinced than he is. 

Aurora, Jerome’s writer friend who is using him as her “guinea 
pig,” actually initiates or inspires most of the action, and Aurora 
Cornu’s performance is amazing. She is a strikingly beautiful woman, 
simultaneously sensual and coldly intellectual. Whether she is 
playfully stringing Jerome along, or affectionately parrying his 
none-too-subtle advances, every gesture, every tiny facial movement 
is the manifestation of marvelous complexity-:* is the most 
complex character in the entiré film. 

It is Beaturice Romand’s performance that gains most of the 
attention of audiences, however, and hers is a remarkably textured 
job. Laura is a proud, precocious little girl. Her infatuation with 
Jerome keeps way ahead of him. When he tries to make love to her 
(he seems to think there is something indecent in the idea, but his 
ego finds it irresistible) she spurns him, and when she begins seeing 4 
boy of her own age, Jerome tells himself she is trying to make him 
jealous, but the audience never really knows. Miss Romand deserves 
the attention she has gotten—her Laura is the best juvenile 
performance I have seen in a long time. Rohmer seems to have 
handled her much more carefully than any of the rest of the cast; she 
is seen mostly in closeup, and probably has the camera to herself 
more than any of the other actors. Real adolescence is such a fragile 
thing (once again, we have only to look at the sappy excesses of 
“Summer of ‘42” to see that) that it is easy to understand Rohmer’s 
care in capturing the near-adulthood in Laura’s face. 

I do not speak French, so I am just guessing when I say that the 
appeal of “Claire’s Knee” hinges chiefly, in its English version, on 
what seemed to me a brilliantly translated set of subtitles. Dubbing 
the soundtrack on this particular picture would be even more 
reprehensible that usual, for the subtle vocal inflections are, I think, 
most important (and distinguishable to anyone) and, of course, they 
are distinctly French. In a film that depends so heavily on 
conversation, the subtitles are surprisingly sparse, yet I didn’t feel 
that any of the essential tone was lost. 

“Claire’s Knee” is liable to be .npopular with Americans, and will 
probably be criticized for its lazy, leisurely pace because “nothing 
happens” in it. But if your people are interesting enough, nothing 
really has to happen, and “Claire’s Knee” has one of the most 
fascinating, funny, and sensitively drawn groups of characters I have 
seen in a long time.
